The New Parliament. 


The new Parliament met yesterday at 
Westminster, as a preliminary to the 
formal State opening next week. Its 
assembly set the seal on the revolution 
in British politics which the war has pro- 
duced. It is said that Britain does not 
love Coalitions; but the British peopie 
have entrusted the making of peace and 
the re-making of their society in a 
manner worthy of their sacrifices in the 
war to a Coalition which commands a 
majority unprecedented in British: politics. 
So sweeping has been the success of the 
Coalition that, as yesterday 's proceedings 
showed, the identity of the party which shall 
constitute “His Majesty’s Opposition ”’ is 
still undetermined. Ireland, by the choice 
of the majority of her people, has refused 
an unexampled opportunity of providing 
it: no Irish members”. except Irish 
Unionists attended yesterday. In default 
of the attendance of Sinn Fein, the largest 
party outside the Government’s supporters, 
the title to the dignity of the official 


'| Opposition is disputed between the Labour 


Party, the largest party in the House of 
Commons, and the Liberal survivors of 
Mr. Asquith’s following, now led by Sir 
Donald Maclean. A MHouse.~.in this 
uncommon situation, and composed 4s 
to one half of its number of new 
members, has made a good beginning 
to its handling of the great problems 
which confront it by electing Mr. 
Lowther as its Speaker. His speech ac- 
knowledging this renewal of the honour 
which he has so well sustained for fourteen 
years reminds us that-one of the duties of 
the new Parliament will be to ratify the 
final treaty of peace. Its main duties, 
however, will be at home. If Mr. Lowther 
had no earlier title to preside over its 
proceedings, a sufficient title would be 
found in the fact that, as Chairman of the. 
Speaker’s Conference that framed the 
scheme on which the Franchise Act was 
based, he was himself largely responsible 
for the creation of the new Parliament. 
The measure of enfranchisement upon 
which the new Parliament rests is itself 
an example of the spirit that informs 
British political institutions. Mr. Lowther 
laid stress upon it in his speech to its 
members. “The genius of the ‘country 
and its spirit,’’ he said, “lead you ever to 
desire to graft new shoots upon old stocks, 
to build new buildings rg old founda- 
tions”’; but, while “keep to the old 
rules, we are ever ages dii adopt | 
and to carry out the old rules in a modern 
spirit.” The new Parliament, elected on 
the most democratic franchise, and charged 
with Fuar undertaking such an 
sar gaye. of pr me 
the shadow of an sible attempt ti 
usurp its functions, ie 
“direct action” fe: political

With this attempt the Government can 
hold no parley, nor can it adopt'the purely 
passive policy of hoping that troubles will 
settle themselves. A railway strike has 
been averted at the eleventh hour—im Ire-' 
land, by a piece of characteristic im: 
pulsiveness, it had actually begun—by-a_ 
tardy recognition of the clerks’ organi$a~ 
tion. The strike on the Clyde appears to 
be collapsing. In Belfast good hopes are 
entertained of a settlement resulting from 
Lord Pirrie’s meeting with representatives 
of the men to-day. At this moment, how-. 
ever, an unofficial committee of the Lon- 
don engineering and electrical trades, in 
defiance of the recognised trade union | 
leaders, threatens, in default of Govern- 
ment intervention on the Clyde and in Bel- 
fast, to “hold up” London on Thursday. 
We are glad to learn that yesterday's 


‘meeting of the Cabinet decided to take 


immediate action in regard to this 
guerilla warfare on society. The Govern- 
ment must exert its authority to re. 
establish the undisputed supremacy of 
Parliament as against lawless efforts at 
sectional dictation. It must meet the 
menace of industrial anarchy by a firm 
reassertion of the principle of. collective 
bargaining. Finally, it must provide itself 
with a considered labour policy and pro- 
vide effective machinery for dealing with 
reasonable grievances in the industrial. 
world. 

The real antidote to revolution, how- 
ever, is reform. In so far as the hold 
which irresponsible agitators have been 


able to obtain upon large bodies of workers 


springs from the mistaken, but sincere, 
belief among the men of a danger of wide- 
spread unemployment, the Government 
must show cause that this belief is un- 
founded. The country expects that the 
Government will lose no time in laying 
before the new Parliament a comprehensive 
programme of reconstruction which will 
both, in its results, raise the nation’s 
standard of life, and, in its processes, pro- 
vide ample employment for all who are 
ready to work. Probably no one step 
could do more to gase the transition from 
war to peace conditidns than the early 
release of industry from the vexatious con- 
trol of Government departments. There 
are many branches of reconstruction, 
in which the Government 
alone is competent to take action. A 
solution of the housing problem, boldly 
and comprehensively, on a national 
scale is a matter of prime urgency,. and 
allied with it is the provision of an 
adequate public health service. Another 
urgent problem is that of the national re- 
organisation of transport services in the 
light of the experience of the war and 
especially of the enormous strides which 
have been made in the use of motor 
transport.. A third fundamental question 
of reconstruction is that of the ample pro- 
vision of cheap power, whether by the 
generation of eléctricity in bulk at central 
stations from mineral sources, as proposed 
in Great Britain, or, in Ireland, from 
water or other sources. These and a host 
of other problems—land settlement, for 
example—clamour for radical solution by 
the new Parliament. It is for the Govern- 
ment to initiate legislation with regard to 
them. The new Parliament will command 
the respect of the country only so long, 
and in so far, as it is vigilant to satisfy 
the insistent national demand for a bold, 
far-reaching, and immediate policy of re- 
form and progress.

A Great Reform. 


A week ago, in discussing the problems 


| of the Dublin rates and Dublin housing, 


we said that Sligo had given a message of 
hope to all municipal reformers in Ire- 
land. Under the system of proportional 
representation that town has been able to 
elect a really good council in which: the 
substantial ratepayers have an important 
voice. The Lord Lieutenant will receive, 
next week, a deputation from the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce: on the parlous 
state of the city’s finances. We suggested 
to the Chamber that it should urge His 
Excellency to secyre an Act of Parliament 
for the application of the proportional 
system to all local elections in this 
country. Our readers will learn to-day 
with the utmost satisfaction that our 
advice was unnecessary. We have very 
good authority for the statement. that 
the Irish Government, acting ea its own 
initiative. has decided to introduce such a 
measure in the present session of Parlia- 
ment. We learn that the Bill has been 
prepared, that it will be introduced at 
the earliest possible date, and that all 
the Irish Government’s influence will 
be exerted to speed its progress. 
The next elections to Irish county and 
rural district councils will be held in the 
coming summer. It would be too much 
to hope, perhaps, that they could be held 
under the proposed Act, for the necessary 
readjustment of areas cannot be made in 
a hurry. The urban and municipal elec- 
tions, however, will not be held until the 
beginning of next year. By that time 
the Act ought to be on the Statute Book, 
and all the Government's arrangements 
ought to be in good order for the holding 
of these electipns under the proportional 
system. The results of the Sligo election, 
were so obviously just that they were wel- 
comed by all the political parties in the 
town— including Sinn Fein, which is now 
almost equaliy represented on the council 
with the nominees of the ratepayers’ asso- 
ciation. We believe that the application 
of the proportional principle to all Socal 
elections will be welcomed by every honest 
Irishman, and that the Government’s Bill 
will receive such ‘general support as has 
been granted in our time to very few Irish 
measures in Parliament. In the larger 
field of politics Irishmen still put party 
before the common weal; but we think 
that most of them now realise the folly 
and stupidity of this practice in municipal 
affairs: It has divorced administration 
from responsibility, and has excluded the 
largest ratepayers and the best commercial 
and professional elements in the country 
from any share in the conduct of: local 
business. The results of this system 
carry a moral that all may read—and, as 
we believe, have read. If the Irish 
Government's Bill becomes law, Irish 
minorities, now silent and helpless, will 
be able to devote their talents and ex- 
perience to the service of their districts. 
The politicians of all parties will get the 
full representation to which they are en- 
titled, but the substantial ratepayer, the 
educated layman, the leader of industry 


will be ,excluded no longer from those | 


tasks of local government on the efficient 
discharge of which so much of the com- 


munity'’s welfare and prosperity depends.

‘ship. . The Bill will do mugh to restore 
the balance, and to improve the temper 
‘and quality, of our public life—in other 
‘words, to fulfil our lamentable need of a

“ Dry ”’ Antipodes. 
Temperance reformers in this country 
will watch with interest the. measures 
which the Government of New ‘Zealand 
is taking to obtain the Dominion’s views on 
the subject of prohibition. The matter was 
debated in the House of Représentatives 
last year, and legislation which provides 
for the taking of a referendum was passed. 
On the 10th April next the electors. will 
be called upon to decide whether national 
prohibition, with compensation, shall come 
into force, or whether licences for the sale 
of. intoxicating liquor shall continue to be 


by a majority of the total’ number of 
votes recorded, and, if the balance is in 
favour of prohibition, all licences will be 
cancelled on the 30th June. It will then 
become unlawful not merely to sell liquor, 
but alss ‘to’ import or marmfacture it 
except for medicinal, scientific, sacra- 
mental, or industrial purposés. If the 
electors reject the proposed reform, the 
Government will bring the matter forward 
at the next ordinary licensing poll, when 
three questions will be submitted—{1) Con- 
tinuance;.. (2) prohibition without com- 
pensation’; (3) State purchase and control. 
‘The proposal to pay compensation 
may not meet with the approval JW 
temperance extremists, but it seems to 
be the only. fair and reasonable basis of 
reform. It has the great advantage that it 
will go a long way towards reconciling the 
“trade ” to the idea of a change and will 
make its opposition to the proposal less 
strenuous. The Government intends to 
expend a sum of £4,500,000—about a 
quarter of the total revenue of the Domi- 
nion—en compensation if prohibition is 
carried,. and every person who suffers 
financial loss—even hotel servants—will be 
dealt with fairly by specially constituted 
Compensation Courts. Arrangements are 
being made to enable the soldiers and 
nurses serving with the New Zealand Ex- 
peditionary Force to record their votes.

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MORE STRIKES THREATENED. 


The Labour Correspondent of The 
wriies:—The threat of the London electricians 
and engineers to “down tools” to-morrow in 
support of the Clyde and Belfast sftikers, has 
not been withdrawn. Deputations appointed on 
Monday by the meetings which uttered the 
threat went to the Mimstry of Labour yester- 
presented their demand that the 
Government should intervene in the disputes 
in Glasgow and elsewhere by undertaking im- 
mediately to bring forward legislation for a 
forty hours. week. They were received by Mr. 
David Shackleton, Permanent Secretary to the 
department, and, in the words of the elec- 
tricians’ leader, they got no satisfaction. They 
were told, for reasons which are set out fully 
jn an official statement published to-day, that 
the Government could not intervene in any dis- 
pute to which official trade union executives are 
not parties. They will report this answer io 
further meetings this afternoon, and, unless 
those who attend the meetings have meanwhile 
changed their mind, London will be faced to- 
morrow with an atiempt to stop, not only all 
engineering work, but all work in connection 
with the generation and distribution of electric 
current.

The Frankfurter Zeitung, Says The Times 
publishes a leading article about the fate of 
the Kaiser, which is rather interesting, be- 
cause the journal relies upon the argument that 
the Kaiser was not really to blame for German 
policy before the war, and during the war.

BRITISH FOOD MISSIONS.

Butler, formerly Divisional Food Commissioner 
for the various counties, which have Reading as 
their centre, left on Sunday for Trieste, in 
charge of the Mission which will investigate 
and report upon the conditions and require- 
ments in the whole of what was formerly 
Austria-Hungary.
